Washington, Dec. 11. — William J. 
Bryan, who startled the country ten 
years ago by advocating government 
ownership of railroads, ap|>eared tie- 
fore the Newlands Joint Committee on 
Interstate Commerce last week in sup 
port of the claim that the states should 
be allowed to retain authority over the 
regulation of all transportation lines 
within their liorders. 
Mr. Bryan ex­ 
plained that he had long regarded gov­ 
ernment ownership at inevitable, but 
only because of railroad opposition to 
effective regulation. 
Against Govern moot Ownership. 
‘‘Personally I cannot aay that I de- 
•Ite government ownership," be ex­ 
plained, "because 1 lean to the indi­ 
vidual idea rather than to Urn collec- 
tlva idea; that is. 1 belleva that gov- 
eminent ownership la desirable only 
where competition Is impossible.” 
Alfred P. Thom, counsel to tbo Rail­ 
way Executives' Advisory Committee, 
previously bad presented before the 
members of the Newlands Committee 
as one of his reasons for urging a bet­ 
tor balanced and move systematic reg­ 
ulation of railroads the argument that 
thla la the only alternative to govern­ 
ment ownership. Calling attention to 
the restrictions Imposed upon 
the 
transportation lines by conflicting state 
laws and regulations, to the practical 
cessation of new construction and to the 
Impossibility under existing conditions 
of securing the new capital needed for 
extensions and betterments of railway 
fiacUldee, ha waned the Congressmen 
that unless they provided a fair and 
reasonable system of regulation that 
would enable the railroads to meat the 
growing needs of the country's beat- 
ness the national government would 
be compelled to take over the owner­ 
ship of the lines with all the evils at­ 
tendant upon such a system. 
Press rvstisw of Csmpetltlsa. 
Mr. Bryan, on the other hand, holds 
that the further extension of federal 
authority over the railroads would be 
a step In the direction of government 
ownership. He advanced the view that 
the centralization of control in the 
bands of the national government 
would 
too great a burden upon 
the regulating body, would offer strong 
temptation to mil roads to interfere in 
politic* aud would encourage the gen­ 
eral movement toward centralization 
of power In i he federal government at 
the expense of the stales, lie said that 
he did not objeet to eoiiMolidAttou* of 
railroad line* so long a* they did not 
destroy competition, that lie knew 
no complaint ugah.st

Regulation of Securities. 
Mr. Bryan declared himself in fuvor 
of uatlonn! regulation of railway stock 
and bond issues, but added that he saw 
no reason why that should exclude the 
states from acting on the same sub­ 
ject as to stale corporations. “I would 
like to see tbe stock of a railroad, as 
long as it Is In private hands, made as 
substantia! and as unvarying as th** 
value of m government bond," be as­ 
serted. 
He suggested that railroad capitali­ 
zation l*c readjusted to equalize it with 
actual valuation of the property rep­ 
resented, making due allowance for 
equities, and that w’hen this was done 
the roads should be allowed to earn 
sufficient itioome to keep their stock 
at par and to create a surplus. 
The 
latter, he tentatively proposed, might 
be allowed to amount t<* 25 per cent 
of the capital. 
Railway Earning* Low. 
This subject of railroad capitalization 
and the amount of railroad earnings 
received further attention from the 
committee during its recent sessions. 
In answer to questions by Senator 
Cummins. Mr. Thom submitted figures 
showing the net earnings of the roads 
in recent years. 
These figures show 
that during the five years from 1905 
to 1910 the average net earnings were 
5.25 per cent 
the net capitalization, 
while for the five years from 1910 to 
1915 the average was only 4.56 per 
cent. The total earnings on the stock, 
computed by adding to the net oper­ 
ating income the income from the se­ 
curities owned and deducting bond in­ 
terest, were for 1910, T.09 per cent; 
for 1911, 6.1T per cent; for 1912, 4.97 
per cent; for 1913, 5.94 per cent; for 
1914, 4.06 per cent; for 1015, 3.44 per 
cent, thus showing an-almost contin 
uous decrease throughout this six year 
period. 
It was announced that Hal 
ford Erickson, formerly chairman of 
the Wisconsin Railroad Commission, 
would submit more complete Informs 
tion on this subject to the Committee 
at a late# date.

Calling attention to 
the restrictions imposed upon 
the 
transportation lines by conflicting state 
laws and regulations, to the practical 
cessation of new construction and to the 
impossibility under existing conditions 
of securing the new cspita) needed for 
extensions and betterments of railway 
facilities, he warned the Congressmen 
that unless they provided a fair and 
reasonable system of regulation that 
would enable the railroads to meet the 
growing needs of the country's busi­ 
ness the national government would 
be compelled to take over the owner­ 
ship of the lines with all the evils at­ 
tendant upon such s system. 
Preservation of Competition. 
Mr. Bryan, on the other hand, holds 
that th* further extension of federal 
authority over the railroads would be 
a step in the direction of government 
ownership. He advanced the view that 
the centralization of control in the 
hands of the national government 
would impose too great a burden upon 
the regulating body, would offer strong 
temptation to railroads to interfere In 
politico aud would encourage the gen­ 
eral movement toward centralization 
of power In rhe federal government at 
the expense u t the states, lie said that 
he did not object to consolidations of 
railroad lines so long as they did not 
destroy competition, that he knew o f 
no complaint against great niilwa* 
systems bt**-a rise of th* if si/** and t!;.‘ ' 
lie believed that tIi** preservation «»f 
competition was the test to he applied 
to ail consolidations. 


Regulation of Securities. 
Mr. Bryan declared himself in favor 
of national regulation of railway stock 
and bond issues, but added that he saw 
no reason why that should exclude the 
states from acting on the same sub­ 
ject as to state corporations. “I would 
like to see the stock of a railroad, as 
long as It Is In private hands, made as 
substantial and as unvarying as the 
value of :i government bond,” he as­ 
serted. 
He suggested that railroad capitali­ 
zation be readjusted to equalize it with 
actual valuation of the property rep­ 
resented, making due allown nee for 
equities, and that when this was done 
the roads should be allowed to earn 
sufficient income to keep their stock 
at par and to create a surplus. 
The 
latter, he tentatively proposed, might 
be allowed to amount to 25 per cent 
of the capital. 


Railway Earnings Low. 
This subject of railroad capitalization 
and the amount of railroad earnings 
received further attention from the 
committee during its recent sessions. 
In answer to questions by Senator 
Cummins. Mr. Thom submitted figures 
showing the net earnings of the roads 
in recent years. 
These figures show 
that during the five years from 1905 
to 1910 the average net earnings were 
5.25 per cent o- the net capitalization, 
while for the five years from 1910 to 
1915 the average was only 4.56 per 
cent. The total earnings on the stock, 
computed by adding to the net oper­ 
ating income the income from the se­ 
curities owned and deducting bond in 
terest, were for 1910, T.09 per cent; 
for 1911, 6.1T per cent; for 1912, 4.97 
per cent; for 1913, 5.94 per cent; for 
1914, 4.06 per cent; for 1915, 3.44 per 
cent, thus showing an -Almost contin 
uous decrease thx'oughout this six year 
period. 
It was announced that Hal 
ford Erickson, formerly chairman of 
the Wisconsin Railroad Commission, 
would submit more complete informs 
tion on this subject to the Committee 
at a late# date.

A>r the new rapid transit lines in the 
Sewer part of Manhattan Island has 
revealed many Interesting discoveries 
Arom the historical standpoint iu the

pray of relics of colonial New York, 
bating back in some instances to the 
Beginnings of the municipality, accord 
Big to the Public Service Record. 
In 
the excavation work on the Park place. 
William and Clark street subway an 
♦fen more interesting and older relic 
^ was brought to light In the shape of 
il5ag|silized wave ripples of an ancient 
Beach*.^dating back possibly hundreds 
• f thousands of years to the days when 
most of tho country hereabout was 
fevered with an enormous cap of gla­ 
cial ice. 
This bit of ancient river shore lay 
Borne twenty feet beneath the curb line 
Bt the comer of William and John 
Btreets. 
Over it has passed for years 
lh* heavy traffic of the city; all about 
It and almost below it lie the founda­ 
tions of some of the tallest, business 
Buildings in lower Manhattan. 
When 
Bhd picks of the workmen struck into 
Bhe side walls of the excavation this 
Bhunk of clay, loosened from its set­ 
ting. fell out. 
Workmen interested in 
lls appearance notified the engineers 
of the firm, and a photographer was 
celled in mder that the form defined 
Wight be preserved pictorially, for the 
day itself exposed to the air quickly 
deteriorated and crumbled to dust. 
In a letter to James B. Walker, sec­ 
retary of the public service commission. 
by Edmund A. Prentis, Jr., engineer 
for the; contractors, he said: 
“The geological history of the ripples 
is possibly as follows: 
“During or toward tho end of the 
glacial .period, while lower M anhattan 
was submerged, streams of water de­ 
posited strata of m aterials varying 
from coarse sand to clay. 
This par­ 
ticular 'stratum is a very fine grained 
sand with a large admixture, probably 
BO per cent, of clay. The ripples were 
made in shallow water, the agitation 
keeping the lighter mica particles in 
suspension, which, when the water was 
quiet, were deposited as a micaceous 
dust on the ripples. The next stratum 
was then deposited, the mica giving 
the two strata a perfect cleavage sui 
face on which to break a p a rt” 
Mr. Prentis lias also informed (lie 
Record that the relic was found in 
what was termed in colonial days 
Golden Hill,*’ of which the name 
alone now remains, preserved in the 
GoMcn Hill building, at 111 William 
street.
